1. FOLLOWING IS THE FINAL ANNOTATED SCHEDULE. 

2. 1545 - ARRIVE SUNGSHAN AIR FORCE BASE 

(AMBASSADOR UNGER AND MOFA CHIEF OF PROTOCOL PHILIP LIU 
BOARD THE AIRCRAFT UPON ITS ARRIVAL. VICE PREMIER HSU 
CH'ING-CHUNG, FOREIGN MINISTER AND MRS. SHEN CH'ANG-HUAN, 
MINISTER WITHOUT PORTFOLIO CHOU SHU-K’AI, MOFA ADVISER RUNG 
LING-KAN (DAVID), VICE FOREIGN MINISTER YAN HSI-K'UN, 

DIRECTOR, NORTH AMERICAN AFFAIRS, MOFA (ED) KUAN YUNG, MOFA 
DIRECTOR OF INFORMATION ADMIRAL LIU HOU-T’U WAIT AT THE 
FOOT OF THE AIRCRAFT TO BE INTRODUCED TO AND GREET THE 
DELEGATION. ON THE US SIDE, IN ADDITION TO THE 
AMBASSADOR AND MRS. UNGER, THERE AE MINISTER/COUNSELOR 
POPPLE; TDC COMMANDER ADMIRAL SNYDER; CHIEF, MAAG GENERAL 
NASH; DIRECTOR USIS CLARKE; SCIENCE ATTACHE CLARK; 

DIRECTOR ATG FLIGCROFT AND THEIR WIVES. THE DELEGATION 
WALKS PAST A MILITARY HONOR GUARD AND PROCEEDS TO THE VIP 
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ROOM AND THEN TO THE PRESS ROOM OF SUNGSHAN AIR FORCE BASE 
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WHERE THE VICE PREMIER BRIEFLY INTRODUCES THE VICE PRESIDENT 
TO THE MEDIA WITH ADMIRAL LIU HOU-T'U TRANSLATING THE 
INTROCU CTION INTO ENGLISH. THEN THE VICE PRESIDENT MAKES 
HIS ARRIVAL STATEMENT (NO TRANSLATION), AFTER WHICH THE 
ENTIRE PARTY DEPARTS FOR THE GRAND 
HOTEL.) 

1600 - DEPART FOR THE GRAND HOTEL 

1620 - ARRIVE AT THE GRAND HOTEL; TO BE FOLLOWED 
IMMEDIATELY BY BRIEF MEETING OF THE 
DELEGATION WITH AMBAASSADOR UNGER IN AN ANTE- 
ROOM OF THE VICE PRESIDENT S SUITE ON THE 
TWELVTH FLOOR. 

1800 - DEPART GRAND HOTEL FOR SUN YAT-SEN MEMORIAL 
HALL (ESCORT WILL BE VICE FOREIGN MINISTER 
TSAI WEI-PING). 

1825 - ARRIVE SUN YAT-SEN MEMORIAL HALL TO PAY 
RESPECTS TO THE LATE PRESIDENT. THE SIDE 
GATE ON CHUNG HSIAO TUNG LU AND THE VIP 
ENTRANCE TO THE BUILDING FACING THAT GATE IS USED. 

(ALL MEMBERS OF THE DELEGATION, SPOUSES. MEMBERS OF THE 
VICE PRESIDENT'S STAFF, STATE DEPARTMENT REPRESENTATIVES, 

AND PRESS MAY ATTEND THIS FUNCTION. UPON ARRIVAL AT THE 
MEMORIAL HALL, THE PARTY IS ESCORTED TO A POSITON 
IMMEIDATELY ADJACENT TO THE FUNERAL BIER. FIRST THE VICE 
PRESIDENT, ACCOMPANIED BY VICE MINISTER TSAI, AND THEN OTHER 
MEMBERS OF THE PARTY IN GROUPS OF FOUR WALK UP A SHORT 
FLIGHT OF STEPS TO A PLATFORM BUILT IN FRONT OF THE FUNERAL 
BIER TO VIEW THE REMAINS. THEY PAY THEIR RESPECTS BRIEFLY 
WITH A SINGLE BOW, OR INCLINATION OF THE HEAD, OR OTHER 
GESTURE OF RESPECT AS CONSIDERED APPROPRIATE BY THE 
INDIVIDUAL PARTICIPANT.) 

1855 - DEPART SUN YAT-SEN MEMORIAL HALT, 

1920 - ARRIVE GRANT HOTEL. REST OF EVENING FREE. 
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3. WEDNESDAY, APRIL 16 

0710 - ALL DELEGATIONS ASSEMBLE IN THE LOBBY 
OF THE GRAND HOTEL 

0720 - ALL DELEGATIONS DEPART FOR SUN YAT-SEN 
MEMORIAL HALL. 

(AT APPROXIMATELY 0715 THE VICE PRESIDENT 
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GOES DIRECTLY FROM HIS SUITE TO HIS VEHICLE 
RATHER THAN WAITING IN THE LOBBY 
WITH OTHER DELEGATIONS. WE UNDERSTAND THAT 
THE US DELEGATION WILL BE THE FIRST TO DEPART 
FROM THE HOTEL SO THEY SHOULD ENTER THEIR 
VEHICLES IMMEDIATELY AFTER THE VICE 
PRESIDENT.) 

0745 - ARRIVE SUN YAT-SEN MEMORIAL HALL 

0800 - MEMORIAL CEREMONY (TRADITIONAL CHINESE: THE 
BEGINNING OF THE CEREMONY IS ANNOUNCED AND 
THE CHIEF OFFICIATOR (PROBABLY PRESIDENT YEN) 

STANDS UP. THE FUNERAL COMMITTEE NEXT RISES. 
FOLLOWED BY ALL OTHERS PRESENT WHO THEN STAND 
THROUGHOUT THE CEREMONY. A FUNERAL DIRGE IS 
PLAYED, THE CHIEF OFFICIATOR LAYS A WREATH, A 
MEMORIAL IS READ, AND THE COFFIN IS THEN 
CLOSED. AFTER THAT, ALL PRESENT BOW THREE 
TIMES, THE COFFIN IS COVERED WITH THE KMT 
PARTY AND THE ROC NATIONAL FLAGS, A FUNERAL 
DIRGE IS PLAYED, AND THE CEREMONY ENDS.) 

0830 - MEMORIAL SERVICE (PROTESTANT: CONDUCTED 
BY CHIANG FAMILY MINISTER CHOU LIN-HUAN.) 

0930 - THE LATE PRESIDENT'S REMAINS ARE TAKEN FROM 
THE HALL. THEN THE FAMILY AND FUNERAL 
COMMITTEE LEAVE, FOLLOWED BY THE US AND THEN 
OTHER FOREIGN DELEGATIONS. A FUNERAL CORTEGE 
IS FORMED OUTSIDE SUN YAT-SEN MEMORIAL HALL 
AND THE FOREIGN DELEGATIONS FOLLOW IT ON FOOT 
FOR SOME 200 METERS TO THE INTERSECTION OF 
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JEN AI LU AND KWANG FU NAN LU. THE 
DELEGATION WIL THEN SEPARATE FROM THE CORTEGE 
AND PROCEED TO THEIR VEHICLES WHICH WILL BE 
PARKED NEARBY. WE UNDERSTAND THAT A MEMBER OF 
THE FEREAVED FAMILY MAY STOP TO BID FAREWELL 
TO THE DELEGATION.) 

(PARTICIPATION IN THE ABOVE MEMORIAL CEREMONY 
AND SERVICE WILL BE RESTRICTED TO THE OFFICIAL 
DELEGATION, THEIR SPOUSES, AND THE FIVE DESIGNEES.I.E., 
MRS. WHITMAN, CAPTAIN HOWE, AND MSSRS. ZURHELLEN 
AND LEVIN AND MORROW. N.B. MOFA HAS AGREED TO 
EXPAND FOUR DESIGNEES TO FIVE.)
